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Now I have given you. an account-of theſe two 
capital Citics of the great Dukedome of Moder : 
T will caſt my eye with a retroſpect upon ſome 0- 
ther famous Caſtles, Towns andPlaces within their 
Territories, and acquaint you with ſome paſlages 
and rarities that, may merit the obſervation, and 
oratifie the curioſity of the diligent and induſtri- 
ous Enquirer, that will make it his buſineſs to pry 
into them. 

On the left ſide of the River Po, ſaith my Author, 
there ſtands the Arx Ste/lata, a Caſtle fabriqued by 
Nicolas 3. of the Houſe of FSe, who was Marqueſs 
of Ferrara - but the greateſt part uf it was 11 pro- 
ceſs of time vverthrown by the Legions of Pope 

1lizs the 11, and the Yeretians. And upon the 
Bank of the River Po is ſeen a new-built Town 
call'd Rowero, a neat and large place. 

Towards the Shuth of Modena, under the Aper- 
ines, ſtand Formagine, Spezzano 5 and ten miles 
off, Saſjulo , a Noble and civil place, with a ſum- 
ptuous Caſtle of the Family of the P77, watred by 
the River Secchia, where 1s allo a fair Church dedi- 
cated to the bleſſed Virgiu. 


About half a mile ſhort off S2/zlo, is the Temple 
of the Saint Maria Saſſutina, fo called from the 
Caſtle Saſulo ſituated at the very foot of the Aper- 
27ine hills or mountains on the left fide of the banks.

liv'd in great repute and eſteem among Princes Po- 
- piſhly inclin'd,ahd was highly applauded by the Fry 

of the Septuagint of Cardinals, that pay homage to, 
. and revere the pretended and triple-Crown d Suc- 
ceſſor of the Fiſherman ; who did a long time offici- 
ate as Vicar-general, in liey of the Miter'd Cardinal 
Linga Carnaro Biſhop of Pudua ; and in that qua- 
lity died, a0 1592. (May the ſame mortality and 
good fortune, in God's due time, attend the whole 
Conclave, that's my Litany.) His brother Urba; 

was Captain of the Venetian Militia, and F lippo 
Urbano their Nephew, 

In your return to the #milian way , occurs the 
Caſtle of S$cardiano, dignified with the Title of a 
Marquiſate , ſubject to the Signori Feni, noble and.

The Princes of the Houſe of E7 have is 
confiderable, and ſo much taken notice of both in 
Peace and War. that Fohn Baptiita Pre 2 hath with 
much induſtry and learning compoled eight Books 
of the original, noble exploits and tranſactions ot 
this Princely Family i in Ztaly and orher countries. 

As to theirioriginal he faith, that Atefe, Com- 

mander of the Hemeti (now renctians) atter the 
_ ſacking and deſtruction of Troy, was driven into 
theſe parts with a conſiderable Navie , and built 
the Citie AteStiz or Ateffe, of his own name 5 and 
he called the'whole Tract of ground Yeretia : but 
the Latize degenerating by degrees from its purt- | 
ty, the Cine loſt the primitive name of AteSFia, 
and ſenſibly ſhrunk into that of £574. This Ateſtes
